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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1 -5 are presented for examination. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.SC 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

3. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Bum, US 
patent application publication No. US 2004/0039575 A1. 

As to claims 1-4, Bum teaches an MP3 voice recording/playing device [e.g., ref. 
No. 100 in fig. 2, ref. No. 700 in fig. 7, ref. No. 100 in fig. 11; paragraph 0066] connected 
to a portable storage device [flash disk 200: paragraph 0032] via a USB interface [USB 
port 320 in fig. 4] and a voice output device [e.g., speaker in fig. 4 or earphone in 
paragraphs 0049, 0050] so as to read and play music format, wherein the MP3 voice 
recording/playing device has the basic structure [e.g., fig. 3A] of the original MP3 voice 
recording/playing device, and comprises: 

at least one USB interface socket [USB port 150 in fig. 3A] installed in an 
appropriate position of its body, and a voice source output hole [earphone jack: 
paragraphs 0049, 0050] installed in another appropriate position of the its body; 
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wherein the USB interface socket is used for connecting [e.g., fig. 3A] the MP3 
voice recording/playing device to the storage device via the USB interface, and the 
voice source output hole is used for connecting the MP3 voice recording/playing device 
to the voice output device so as to make the operation easy and simplify the structure. 

4. As to claim 5, Bum teaches the MP3 voice recording/playing device comprises a 
system control unit to be connected to the USB interface, a display panel [display unit 
360 in fig. 4] and a MP3 recording/playing unit, and the MP3 recording/playing unit is 
connected to another voice source [e.g., certain information source in paragraph 0065, 
microphone in paragraph 0067], a recording unit [e.g., signal processing unit 1 170 in fig. 
1 1 for encoding] and a playing unit [e.g., decoder 370 in fig. 4 for decoding].
